Pursuant to the California Public Records Act (CPRA), I hereby request from Town Of Paradise ("agency") the 
following records.

1, 2019 and date of receipt of our request, inclusive) 

1. traffic/road/route plans for debris removal trucks ("Truck(s)") moving between the 2018 Camp Fire burn 
scar and landfills or similar. This is not a Town Record - Cal OES is handling all of the debris removal 

2. live congestion data/maps gathered showing the traffic impact of the Trucks - This is not a Town Record- 
Cal OES is handling all of the debris removal 

3. all investigative reports, study reports, after action reports, or other reports (together, "reports") of traffic 
accidents or spills caused by or involving any of the Trucks 

4. all letters/memos/reports/e-mails/SMS/text/chat messages (together, "correspondence") regarding traffic
